The negro, Louis James, boarded the 
train to steal a ride to the city, andthe 
baggeagemaster discovered him on the 
platform. Opening the door, he told 
the negro to enter, meaning to make 
a prisoner of him. James walked in, 
whipped out a pistol, and began firing 
at Cumbus. The latter quickly seized 
his own pistol, and a duel* occurred 
between them in the car, several shots 
being fired. James finally staggered 
through the side door, wounded, while 
Cumbus nursed a shot on one ear, 
where a bullet had clipped its way. The 
train was stopped, and the badly 
wounded negro picked up and brought 
to the city.

As the four sons of Spencer, with 
their prisoner passed through La- 
fayette, Ga. their heme, the entire 
populace turned out in an attempt to 
lyneh Smith. They were only dis- 
suaded by the boys and the sheriff, 
who told the crowd that they were not 
absolutely certain Smith was the guil- 
ty man. Smith denies his guilt bitter- 
Iy and says he was not even with 
Spencer. 

Charged with the murder of W. H. 
Spencer, an aged and well-to-do far- 
mer of Walker county, Robert Smith, 
aged 26, a meat cutter of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., was brought to Atlanta 
late last night and locked in the ;4 
lice station, following his arrest in 
Chickamauga, Ga., Saturday morning. 

Spencer, who was 65 vears of age, 
is supposed to have been slain. by 
Smith somewhere between Smyrna, 
Cebb countr, and Atlanta, after the 
night of February 16, last, at which 
time the two were seen together; 
Spencer for the last time. 

Smith maintains silence and refuses 
to give an account of himself and 
what became of the aged man after 
leaving Smyrna. Witnesses have been 
secured who saw the two together 
at different places all along the way

Washington, March 21.—The ambi- 
tion of Representative Townsend, of 
Michigan .to assume charge of the 
administration railroad bil! onthe floor 
of the house wil] not be gratified, the 
nonor going to Chairinan Mann, of the 
ommittee on interstate and foreign 
commerce. This fact developed 
and supporters of the bill, in the form 
in which it was originally introduced 
by Representative Townsend, and as it 
now is pending in the _ senate, 
greatly disappointed. 

It had been thought the intense op- 
position of Mr. Mann to certain fea- 
tures of the bill, as drafted by Attorney 
eneral Wickersham, would make him 
disinclined to champion it: His suc- 
cess in incorporating many of his own 
ideas into the measure, however, made 
Mr. Mann willing to assume the spon- 
sorship. As amended by the committee 
ail republican members voted for it 
end there was no way in which the 
chairman could be denied the manage- 
ment of the measure on the floor. 

Court of Commerce Feature. 

Mr. Mann was particularily opposed 
to the provision for the creation of a 
court of commerce and ths was re- 
tained only by the personal efforts 
of the president. Whether Mr. Mann 
will seek to eliminaie this provésion on 
the floor is not known. He is said to 
be as strong)iy opposed to it as ever, 
but his objections are confined to his 
belief that the establishment of the 
court involves unnecessary expense. 
in view of the fact that President Taft 
is So firmly in favor of the court, it is 
not thougnt Mr. Mann will make any 
move for its elimination from the bill.

MAN WHO PAID 
GUT THE LAWS 


New York Legislature 


Sort of Auction House. 


Revelations in Insurance Inves- 

. tigation Indicate That Laws 
Were Killed or Enacted as the 
Solons Were Paid---Only the 
Surface Scratched. 


New York, March 27.—The fire insur- 
ance investigation into legislative 
scandals involving the expenditure of 
far greater sums than any named in 
the Allds-Conger bribery case, will be 
continued here tomorrow. 

“T have only scratched the surface 
thus far,’’ said Superintendent Hotch- 
kiss, when the hearings were adjourn- 
ed last ‘Thursday. “There are other 
letters to be read, and they are more 
interesting than any that have been 
produced yet.” 

Thus far the gold mine of evidence 
has been the letter files and books of 
the late George P. Sheldon, president 
of the Phenix Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, of Brooklyn. Sheldon for years 
was in charge of the legislative in- 
terests of the New . York . companies, 
and his correspondence with his Albany 
agent, William H. Buckley, was both 
voluminous and precise. Buckley's 
own opinion of his ability to smother 
legisiation and to gain advance in- 
formation of court decisions has. been 
very modest in his testimony, but in 
the letters to Sheldon he put a@ bet- 
ter estimate on the value of his 
services. It igs expected that his 
memory will be stil! further refreshed 
if he is called tomorrow.

E. Mason, chief of ordnance, believes 
if the report is confirmed that it will 
be found the damage was done in one 
of the six-inch turrets. Steps have 
been taken by the department to learn 
the extent of the accident. 

The United States cruiser Charles- 
ton is the flagship of Rear Admiral 
John Hubbard, commander-in-chief of 
the Atlantic fleet. Her commanding 
officer is Commander John H. Gib- 
bons. 

The Charleston is a protected cruiser 
of 9,700 tons and carries fourféen 
guns.

Lime Water Good Liquid for 


Keeping Drains Ciear. 

A more general use of lime 
especially in warm weather, is 
ly beneficial. 

When one goes to a chemist and 
buys a small bottle of it, one does not 
feel encouraged to apply the liquid 
freely to the many uses for which it 
is excellent; but when one finds that 
it costs practically no more than the 
trouble of making, one can be gener- 
ous with it. 

Lay a lump of quick-lime as big as 
the two fists in a graniteware pitcher 
or bowl, pour over it two quarts of 
cold water, stir with a wooden spoon, 
and let it stand six hours. Strain the 
liquid through a double thickness of 
cheesecloth without disturbing the sed- 
iment of lime. 

Put in bottles and cork tight. Be- 
fore using, pour off half an inch from 
the top if it has stood any length of 
time. Lime water is good to rinse 
bottles, pitchers and pans which have 
held milk: to soften hard water; io 
sweeten drains and to bleach out the 
marks left when stronger alkalis have 
failed to entirely remove grease 
spots. 

From a teaspoonful to a tablespoon- 
ful in a glass of milk will make it ac- 
ceptable to delicate stomachs, and 
especially for those troubled with acid- 
ity. It may also be used as a mouth 
wash. Furthermore, equal parts of 
sweet oil and lime water make the 
very best household remedy for scalds 
and burns.

Following the introduction. are 100 
letters, the first installment, from 
congressmen of every shade of polit- 
ica] belief and affiliation. 

Most of them are favorable to the 
issues demanded. by the Union, while 
a few engage in masterful side-step- 
ping. 

The News is edited by R. F. Duck- 
worth, former state president, with 
J. E. Bodenhamer, as business man- 
ager, J. Lee Barron as managing 
editor and W. FE. Gilpin, circulation 
manager. The issue this week is pos- 
itively magnetic in its make-up and 
typographical appearance, not to men- 
tion its value as a mirror of the mood 


of congress. 


After a brief trial, the commission now so modifies its order 
as to greatly impair its value. Under the terms of the modified 
order railroads are required only to make reports of accidents with- 
out submitting details of casualties, etc. 

They asked for this modification on the ground that the “dam- 
age lawyers” would be put in possession of valuable information 
should they comply with the regulation as originally issued. 

By unanimous action the railroad commission, which had 
marched up the hill in its efforts to protect the people, very prompt- 
ly marched down again. | 

In this connection it is also to be noted that the railroad com- 
mission a few months ago issued an order requiring weekly reports 
on all late trains with the view of undertaking to apply a remedy 
that would protect the public against this growing nuisance. 

The reports have been filed, making weekly records of a thou- 
sand or so delays, and if the railroad commission has as yet taken 
any action toward insisting that schedules be observed we have 
failed to hear of it. 

The people have the right to look to the railroad commission 
for protection, and it is not to be expected that the commission 
should be over-delicate in the matter of stepping upon the toes of 
the railroads. : 

Those railroads that have no accidents or wrecks have no rea- 
son to dread any order that the commission may issue for tke pro- 
tection of the public against the carelessness that too frequently 
results in casualty or fatality. Those railroads whose trains are 
operated on schedule time need have no fear against the most 
rigid regulations that may be promulgated by the commission to 
guarantee reasonable observance of the time table. 

It is only the railroads which are accustomed to wrecks and 
to demoralized schedules that need feel any anxiety—should the 
railroad commission manifest a disposition to protect the public: 
but, unfortunately, these are the verv lines whose word with the 
commission seems to go farthest. 

Possibly after a while the commission will march hack up the 


hill again, and the people can lend some assistance in that direction | 
by endeavoring to exercise their influence in a way that will at} 


least offset the activity of those of the railroads that do not want 
to be regulated.

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TO TEST FEDERAL AMENDMENTS. 


The proposal for the attorney general of the United States to 
present before the supreme court of the United States a test-case 
involving the validity of the fourteenth and fifteenth amendments 
to the federal constitution is one of unusual merit and impressive- 
ness. 

If the suggestion is adopted, it will mean the final settlement of 
a dispute that is pregnant with trouble, and has been waged with 
various degrees of bitterness for forty years, has been accomplished. 

The supreme court is the final arbiter as to the legality of the 
acts of congress by which the amendments making the negro a citi- 
zen and a voter were adopted. 

That the test should be made by the department of justice and 
not by private individuals is dictated by fairness and common 
senses No private individual cares to undertake the expense, or 
would be in the same position in gathering facts, records and origi- 
nal documents. Yet the test should be made. 

The suggestion of Representative Sisson, of Mississippi, com- 
ing after so much has been said and so little done on this subject, 
is highly interesting. » The members of congress, on both sides of the 
iegislative chambers, should give it the fullest and fairest consid- 
eration. 

There is more involved in this question than the subject of 
whether the black man was ever legally enfranchised. It is better to 
have the question settled now on its merits than when other ele- 
ments enter in to confuse and to bias. 

The supreme court is asked to pass upon the pure legal prob- 
lem. There is nothing unreasonable, or strange, or inappropriate 
in that. 

While it is generally admitted that the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments were never legally adopted, it is contended that usage 
has made them law. 

What would the supreme court have to say of that theory as 
upholding measures growing out of the reconstruction act WHICH 
THAT COURT HAS HELD UNCONSTITUTIONAL?

Lucinge et Coligny, who has just been 
gathered to his fathers at the ripe 
old age of 8&7, Was a great-grandson 
of King Charles X., of France. When 


the latter’s son, the Duc de Berry. was) 


murdered by Louvel at the Paris 
opera, In February. 1820, he confided, 
just before he expired, the two daugh- 
ters borne to him of his unton with 
Amy Brown, to his “uncle, Louis 
XVITII.. and ta hig father, afterwards 
Charles X. _ 

The king settled handsome fortunes 
upon the giris, creating Charlotte, 
countess of [Issoudoun, in her own 
right, and bestowing the title of 
Countess de Vierzon upon Louise. 
They were respectively 13 and 14 years 
of age when their father was killed, 
and although the ecclesiastical mar- 
riage which he had contracted during 
his exile in England with Amy Brown 
Was not regarded as valid by the 
French crown. owing to his failure to 
obtain the sanction thereto from his 
uncle, Louis XVII.. and from his father, 
vet the girls were brought out at court 
as relatives of the reigning house. 


Assumed Title Without Right. 

Loutse Countess Vierzon married 
Baron Athanasius de Charette, father 
of General Baron de Charette, who 
played so gallant a role in the war of 
1870. The general's son, Antoine. who 
inetead of contenting himself with the 
illustrious and historic name of de 
Charette, and with the title of baron, 
so honorably borne by his father, 
grandfather and great-grandfather, 
has foolishly and without any vestige 
of a right, assumed the titie of mar- 
quis, married last November, in New 
York. Miss Susan Henning. daughter 
of James W. Henning, of Louisville, 
Ky. 

Charlotte, countess of Yssoudun, mar- 
ried Prince de Faucigny-Lucinge. and 
through this union became the mother 
of Prince Charles de Faucigny, who 
has just died. The houge of Lucinge- 
Faucigny is one of the oldest of the 
nobility of Savoy, and its family tree 
shows many matrimonial] alliances with 
the now reigning dynasty of Italy. The 
original name was Fuciniaci, which has 
been gallicised into Faucigny, and the 
name of Lucinge, and also that of 
Coligny, came to the family through 
marriage. The princely title is in real- 
itv a Sardinian one, and it was only 
in 1828 that King Charles X., for the 
sake of his granddaughter, mother of 
the prince, who has just died, con- 
sented to grant a patent, authorizing 
the members of the house of Faucigny- 
Lucinge et Coligny, to use their for- 
eign honors in France. 

The late prince, owing to the death 
three vears ago of his eldest son, in 
Guadaloupe. is succeeded in his tities 
and estates by his second son, Ferdi- 
nand, who was formerly married to the 
daughter of the Parisian banker, 
Raphael Cahen d’Anvers, and since her 
death has become the husband of a 
daughter of the Odessa Parisian corn- 
broker and speculator, Michael 
Ephrussi, a granddaughter, therefore, 
of the late Baron Alphonse Rothschild 
of Paris. 

Marriages Not Happy. 

Neither of his marriages have been 
particularly happy, mainly owing to 
financial squabbles, the prince taking 
the high and lofty ground that it is 
perfectly preposterous to dream that he 
would ever have consented to contract 
a messalliance by wedding the daugh- 
ter of a mere plebeian banker, or corn- 
broker, if he had not received before- 
hand assurances from them that they 
would pay his bills. 

Prince Guy, a younger brother of 
Printe Ferdinand, is married to Mer- 
cedes Terry, daughter and heiress of 
the late Antonio Terry, of New York. 
Guy de Faucigny Lucinge, who is much 
more popular than his elder brother, 
wife, are frequent 
vifitors to the United States, where in 
New York, indeed, the other day, when 
they received the news of the fatal 
iliness of the old, prince, which caused 
them to hasten back to Paris. 

Much of Princess Guy's property is in 
New York, where Francis, Egerton 
Webb and HenryeL. Sprague are the

Dr. Cook 
promptly and positively refused, giv- 
ing the most ridiculous excuse, that he 
could not do so because he must first 
submit his claim to the Copenhagen 
body. 

By this course he gained the delay 
which his mercenary and fraudulent 
designs required, and brazenly slapped 
the highest scientific authorities of 
this couhtry in the face. 

With Cook refusing to be investi- 
gated by American authorities and 
Peary begging to be investigated, the 
National Geographic Society said: “We 
will examiue the proofs of both or of 
either, and pass upon each independent 
of the other.” Again Cook refused, 
while Peary, without delay, went be- 
fore the society, read his daily journal 
and submitted his instruments and ob- 
servations. After hearing all proofs, 
a subcommittee of the society reported 
favorably upon the claim of Com- 
mander Peary. This report was sub- 
mitted to.the full board of managers 
of the society, twenty men in all, and 
was adopted by a unanimous vote. 

These men are the acknowledged

FEDERAL CONTROL 


Want Congress to Pass 
Bill to Regulate Cars in 
Interstate Travel. 


By Jobn Corrigan, Jr. 

Weshingeton, March 27.—-(Special.)— 
A bill to regulate automobiles has 
been introduced in congress and is 
being strongly urged by the automo- 
bile associations of the country, who 
eéntend that congress can enact this 
legislation under its authority to reg- 
niate commerce. 

According to the bill introduced by 
Representative Cocks, of New York, it 
is designed to provide for the “reg- 
ulation. identification and registration 
of motor vehicles engaged in interstate 
trave!.” Police laws regulating the 
registration and speed of en- 
gaged solely in running within a state, 


autos 


are not affected. 

The power of congress to deal with 
this subiect is held to be beyond ques- 
tion. A strong argument o nthis point 
Was made before the automobile con- 
vention recently held here in a speech 
by Representative Brantley, of Geor- 
gia. who was invited to address the 
gathering. He pointed to the decision 
of the supreme court of the United 
States in the Kentucky bridge case, 
where the court held that the passing 
of people back and forth over a bridge 
connecting two states, was interstate 
commeree. 

Mr. Brantley reduced the question to 
the simple statement “interstate com- 
merce may be simply interstate com- 
munication. 

Provisions of Cocks’ Bill. 

Under the bill of Mr. Cocks the own- 
@r or driver of an auto which may be 
@ngaged at any time in interstate trav- 
#). is required to register the machine 
and pay a fee of $5. The application 
for registration must give a descrip- 
tio nof the machine, the name of the 
manufacturer and number of the ma- 
Chine and its horse power. The name 
and address of the owner and a state- 
ment of his right to operate and drive 
a machine in his home state. 

After registration of such machine 
an identification mark is to be given, 
consisting of a white placard with 
numbers in black Arabic numerals 3 
inches high and i1-2 inch wide, also 
to contain the abbreviation of the 
state name and the letters LU. 8S. It is 


provided that all vehicles so registered | 


shall carry a lighted lamp between 
Sunset and sunrise. 

The penalty for violations of the 
provisions of the law is a revocation 
of the license and a fine of $25. 

In a statement before the committee 
On interstate commerce of the house 
tn support of his bill, Representative 
Cocks said: 

“I desire to state to the committee 
my OWn reasons—as a layman and as 
a farmer and as a nonuser of automo- 
biltes—for thinking this legislation is 
desirable. ; 

“IT have been connected with aue 
tomobile legislation in our own state 
since the first bill that we had. [| 
bad charge of the present law at Al-s 
bany. It has worked fairly satisfac- 
torily and has been on the statute 
books since 19093. TI realized in the 
beginning that the automobile was na! 
a toy, nor a thing ‘or sport, but was 
destined to be a vehicie of tremendous, 
value to mankind and that we should 
treat it in legislation with that end, 
in view. The reason I think a federa! 
license ought to be granted ig that it 
should be made easy for these vehicles 
to pass from state to state, not merely 
as pleasure vehicles, but, in the very 
mear future, as vehicles for business, 
for the common people to use in their 
everyday business. TI also expect to 
fee not only passengers, but lots of 
goods of certajnm characters’ trans- 
perted by automobiles. 

“The legal features of the matter. 
and the reason why we think it is 
consistent with the constitution, will 
be taken up by eminent lawyers who 
will appear before you. T simply urge 
upor you the careful consideration of 
the bill from the points I have men- 
tioned. I state this as an outsider, in 
that Tam not the owner of an auto- 
mobile, but I live in a country 
there are large numbers of 
owned and stiil larger numbers 
over our roads. 

“The main objection to the bill is 
a constitutional one. which we think 
we can answer fully. And without 
taking any more of your time, T will 
‘now introduce to you the president of 
the American Automobile Association, 
Mr. Speare, who will speak to you in 
the interest of that association.

The gravest and most serious mind- 


ed groups of civic upbuilders in recent 


| years have been sounding a persistent 


warning not to forget the existence 
of childhood in the building of our 
cities. Childhood's needs, from the 


| standpoint of the physicial develop- 


ment of cities’ center around play and 


/ provisions for its extended exercise. 


The play festival which is to be held 
at the Auditorium in May, under the 
auspices of the Kindergarten Associa- 
tion, is intended to bring before the 
public the serious aspects of this phase 
of childhood. This festival, however, 
ean cover very little of that phase 
upon which I have been asked to write 


fa word, its influence upon future 
citizenship. 

Joseph Lee, of Boston, in various 
papers on the subject of play, has made 
permanent contributions to the study 
of childhood. He is the man whose 
work led to the Massachusetts refer- 
endum providing for compulsory play- 
grounds in cities and towns of over 
ten thousand inhabitants, which re- 
sulted in the acceptance of the law in 
fifty -one out of fifty-three cities voting 
upon the question. He is the author 


of the famous dictum, “the boy with- 
out a playground is father to the man 
without a job,” and among. other 
papers is one called “Play as a school 

f the citizen.” In this paper Mr. 
tie brings out very clearly how the 
child through play incorporates’ the 
race knowledge and experience into 
its own life. 

How plain it.is when we stop to con- 
sider that children learn all the funda- 
mental relations of people to each 
other in their games and play. They 
learn the necessity of making and 
abiding by rules in order that too 
strenuous indivfdualism and anarchy 
may not destroy the game itself; they 
learn the’ meaning of co-operation, and 
the strength of the team as. distin- 
guished from that of the individual 
alone. . 

The making of the agreements under 
which games and play shall be con- 
ducted, the observance of them, the 
decision on the thousand and one is- 
sues which always come up in play 
are some of the illustrations of how 
play involves an actual experience in 
the issues which maturity later in- 
volves. Any man who enters upon the 
responsibilities of life without this 
previous ‘training which nature, in its 
wisdom, has decreed, is handicapped.

In the littie village of Marathon, N 
Y.. lives a retired astronomer, Ir. Lewis 
Swift. Before he had reached his 
twenty-first birthday he had had the 
distinction of being the director of 
two astronomical observatories, and 
had obtained undying fame as the 
discoverer of comets. He was born on 
February 29. 1820, and is thus 89 years 
of age. When he was but a lad he dis- 
eovered Halley’s comet on its return to 
eur sky. No one has seen this monster 
of the heaven for seventy-five years, 
but had nis sight not nearly failed, Dr. 
Swift would soon see it again. 

Very few are now living who recall 
seeing Halley’s comet in 1835. The 
writer has talked with only three such 
—Professor Swift, Daniel B. Has- 
brouck of Brooklyn, 91 years of age, 
and Mrs. Bush of Lowville, N. Y., who 
was born ninety-one years ago. What 
these saw in their youth and are now 
about to see again, the rest of us will 
gaze upon for the first time. Halley’s 
eomet, that celestial prodigy which, in 
1456, drove Europe wild with fear, was

Holmes’ 
comet in 1892 @isplayed a diameter of 
700,000 miles. It will aid to the com- 
prehension of such figures to recall 
that the diameter of the earth is only 
$,000 miles and that of the sun 860,000 
miles.

The average naked-eye comet is to be 
thought of as having a diameter of 
100,000 miles, and to this class Halley’s 
comet is to be assigned: while tele- 
gcoptc comets probably average 70,000 
miles. It will be seen then that a 
comet’s head is no inconsiderable ob- 
ject, one, in fact, to be avoided; its tail 
{is usually a much more conspicuous 
though much less substantial affair. 

- In the year B. ©. 43 a marvelous 
comet appeared, whose brilliancy was 
so great that it was seen even in the 
daytime. This was one year after 
Cacsar’s death, and the popular belief 
was that it was his metamorphosed 
The same comet has been seen 
three times since, its period being 575 
years. In A. D. 1456 Halley’s comet was 
paying one of its periodical visits; eye- 
witnesses described it as presenting a 
fail which nightly swept across one- 
third of the heavens. This would mean 
a length of 60 degrees, equal to a line

“Novum Organum,” to his wonderful 
short essays, show that he had less 
dramatic instinct than anybody. His 
was purely a philosophic mind and his 
style was the echo of his thoughts. 

His 
“Caesar’s Column” had a circulation 
of about 700,000, I believe, right on the 
heels of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” the larg- 
est of its day; and we all know’ that 
Bacon is the nonparefl inductive philos- 
opher of the world.

“That same bell is in the cupola of 
the new church. Some time after the 
order to which I refer passed a crack 
was discovered in the bell. The old 
bell evidently got ashamed of having 
besn used in that way and cracked. 

The Kite and Flag. 
“The soldiers were quartered in the 


old courthouse which stood where the’ 


state capitol now is. A young Man 
put up a-~kite one night and attached 
a Confederate flag to it. He fas- 
tened the string to the dome of the 
old courthouse. 

“So, the next morning a Confeder~ 
ate flag was fiying above the city. 
When the soldiers saw it they cu 
the string near the dome and do 
came the kite and flag.” 

The First Church: Organ. 

Mr. Woodruff says that the organ 
in the Central Presbyterian church 
was the first one ever brought to At- 
lanta. Mr. Beach, of the great firm 
of Beach & Post, the leading dry goods 
house on Whitehall street in those 
days, saw that the war was coming 
on. He ordered the organ from New 
York for the old tral Presbyterian 
church. It was shipped by sea to At- 
lanta, and reached Savannah on the 
last vessel that arrived at that port 
before the blockade was established. 
This splendid instrument, of course, 
has been repaired, and as it peals on 
every Sabbath in, the new church in 
these times, its magnificent music car- 
ries many pioneer citizens back to the 
stormy days of half a century ago.

RULES TO CONTROL 
- NAVIGATION OF AIR 


Paris, March 27.—Rules and regu- 
lations controlling the navigation of 
the air, designed to meet the new 
and complex problem arising from the 
development of aviation, have been 
formulated by the Areo Club of France 
and have been submitted to the French 
government as the basis of a national 
law. The code, elaborated after much 
study, aims to meet the rights and 
interests of all—of the aeroplanist and 
balloonist filghting through space and 
of man and man’s property on the 
earth below. 

Following 
suggestions: \ 

Aerial craft, whether aeroplane or 
dirigible balloon, must not circulate 
lower than 150 feet above private 
property. Flight above cities requires 
a permit from the municipalities. 
Flight in a fog is not allowed and the 
transportation of explosives, except 
hunting ammunition, is prohibited. 
The fixation of general aerial routes 
is recommended as a way of avoid- 
ing “collisions and aeroplanes and 
dirigible balloons should keep off a 
certain distance from spherical bal- 
loons to the end that if explosions or 
other accidents happen to the dirigible 
machines the spherical may not be 
endangered. 

For the protection of the aeronauts 
it is recommended the proprietors of 
high buildings and other structures 
be required to Hluminate their prop- 
bl at night at each level of 250 
eet, 
duits strung above 150 feet from the 
ground be marked each 600 feet with 
a white flag by day and a white light 
by night. Other suggestions relate 
to the establishment of “aerial ports 
of access” to large cities. The project 
is now being studied by Mr. Miller- 
and, the minister of public works.

SENATE TO DECIDE

Vote Will Be Taken Tuesday 
on the Charges of Conger 
Against Allds. 


Albany, N. Y., March 27.—The forty- 
nine members of the New York state

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Electricity From the Wind. 


“Thiough the medium off electricity 
the windmill. it again becoming im- 
portant,” says the April number of 
Popular Mechanics. 

“The machinery of a modern wind- 
mill is just as far advanced over the 
crude machinery of the windmill of 50 
years ago as is the works of a fine 
wateh over the works of a dollar 
alarm clock. ne type of wind tur- 
bine, for instance, consists of a wheel 
about 16 feet in diameter, mounted 
upon a steel tower 50 feet in height. 
The entire wind »wheel is of galvanized 
steel, and all its moving parts run on 
ball bearings. Its transmission gear 
works in an oil bath, and the best 
methods known to enginecring have 
been adopted in order to eliminate 
friction and enable the wheel to make 
the best of light winds. The result is 
that even in a wind having a velocity 
of no higher than six miles per hour, 
the turbine generates electricity, Such 
a windmill as this is provided with 
an electric generator and switchboard, 
and a 55-cell storage battery as its 
electrical apparatus. The wheel is al- 
ways in running position, ready to 
make use of every puff that comes, and 
it steadily makes and stores current 
except in times of absolutely still 
weather. ao

steamer “Kentucky” was 
sinking off Cape Hatteras, the last 
throb from its wireless flashed the 
word that water was coming into the 
hold and in a few minutes its dynamo 
would stop, putting an end to further 
message sending.

It would seem essential that pro- 
vision be at once made for auxiliary 
power, placed on an upper deck, to 
provide current for the wireless up 
to the moment the entire hull goes un- 
der. A vessel often remains afloat 
even when ‘half submerged. and in 
such condition needs the help of its 
wireless more than ever, to assist res- 
cue ships in finding her. A gas en- 
gine and generator of sufficiegt power 
would not occupy much space, and 
would be usable long after the fires 
below had ben extinguished; or a small 
steam plant woul furnish all the 
power required; but to depend on the 
below;Mecks plant seems to be only 
half equipped.—H. H. Windsor in April 
Popular Mechanies.

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“stuck,” -but I suspect that in many 
Sardens in this latitude (Griffin) and 
still further north, the plants of this 
uriversally-liked vegetable have barely 
left the ground, and that operation has 
yet to be performed. In many cases 
“Sambo” is sent to the nearby forest 
to get “pea brush,” or more conven- 
iently the prunings from the orchard 
will be used for the purpose. These 
materials, when properly selected and. 
properly stuck in the ground every 
foot or so, answer the purpose very: 
well, although, at the best, they de- 
tract from the natural beauty of this 
most beautiful of all garden plants. 
Every garden should boast a crow- 
bar (or crow-pipe) for setting brush 
and poles for peas, beans, tomatoes, 
etc. This Implement may conists of a 
section of refuse one-inch iron pipe, 5 
or 6 feet long, with an iron or steel 
foot welded into the lower end and 
drawn to a point. Any one who will 
have such a simple implement made’ 
will be surprised to find how exceed- 
ingly handy and effective it will prove 
to be for setting all sorts of stakes, 
especially in compact, dry soll By 
way of digression I wil! also describe 
a set of stakes, or pegs, for stretching 
a garden line, that will last a life- 
time, or longer—they “don’t mind the 
weather.” Buy two pieces of % iron 
pipe. ch 3 feet in length, and have 
weldeq into one end of each a pointed 
piece of % round tron, to praject about 
4 inches below the end of the pipe. 
The other end of each (top end) should 
he threaded to receive a T sleeve, or 
coupling, and the latter have a 4-finch 
piece of 5 pipe screwed tnto each of 
the other openings of the coupling, 
thus making a ‘T-shaped stake. Drill 
s ‘%-inch hole through each stake at 
18 inches from the top for the end of 
the line. You may, if you like, have 
the stem marked off with a file-cut 
into feet and inches, or feet and 
\% of feet. Of course every one will 
know how to use the two stakes. 

But to return to the pea and bean- 
sticking: The next best and more 
sightly materials with which to stick 
peas is ordinary piastering laths, which 
are always 4 feet long. Sharpen the 
lower and of each with two strokes of 
a hatchet and push or drive it into 
the ground, one lath about every 18 
inches and at an angie of 40 or 50 de- 
grees in the direcflon of the rows, 
Then break joints—so to speak—by 
inserting another row’ of laths, one be- 
tween each interspace of the first row 
and weaving the two rows together to 
some extent. If the laths be put up 
neativ the intersecting tops may be 
nailed together and clinched, using 3- 
penny (fine) mails, if you like Of 
course the peas should have been sown 
in double rows. 10 or 12 inches apart. 
But near!lv everybody has seen peas 
so “stuck.” The laths used for the 
purpose will cost about $1.25 for each 
100 lineal feet of double rows and 
will last for a number of years if put 
away in a.dry place after the harvest. 

But the best way to stick peas is by 
means of stakes and iron wire. Drive 
a sharpened %x4 or 2x3 heart-pine 
atake 3 or 4 feet long (according to the 
expected height of the vines), at each 
end of a double row' and put in a brace 
en the inner side (not always neces- 
sarv. yThese stakes should be driven 
into the ground at least ‘1 foot. Drive 
additional stakes along the rows, one 
every 15 to 18 feet Now drive a 4- 
penny nail 2-3 home at 6 or 8 inches 
from the ground and every 6 or 8 
inches up to the top of each end stake. 
If you please you may alternate these 
nails from one side to the other. Drive 
two nails at same distance up and 
down the interior stakes, one nail in- 
clined upward and the other down- 
ward about %-inch apart and crossing, 
but not touching each other, forming 
an open space between them and .in- 
closing the wire. Now have ready a 
“stone” (12% pounds) of No. 18 soft 
iron wire ($1.00) and a pair of pliers. 
Wrap one end of the wire once around 
the end stake just above the lower 
nail and twine it around the line wire 
loosely for several iInches., String ft 
along from stake to stake. slipping 
the wire into the space between the 
two nails at each stake and fasten at 
the other end as you did at the begin- 
Bing. 

OF course, it will not be necessary [to 
string all the wires at once, but only 
as the vines grow. or as convenience 
may suit. It requires some measure 
of deftness and skill to “stick” peas 
in this way, but it is not at alla dif- 
ficult job. If the stakes be not un- 
necessarily high, the growing pea- 
vines will cover and conceal the posts 


and wires and wi!! appear like a grow- | 


ing hedgesrof flowing beauty, and your 
admiring eyes will be well repaid. 
The posts (stakes) and wire will last 


. for several years if put away carefully. 


With a pair of pliers each wire may 
he easily drawm out from the vines 
and stakes. and should be wound into 
hanks around from hand to elbow, or 
on a shingle with a wide, shallow 
notch at each end, or two 6-penny nails 
driven partly in a plece of board 18 
inches long. It is necessary to be a 
little careful to avoid kinks and tan- 
gies when you come to use the wire 
next vear. I will add that this is the 
third vear [ will have.used the same 
wire, and it seems almost as good as 
new’. 

rT should have 
proper place that the wires will re- 
quire occasional tigthening as the 
weather grows warmer and the weight 
of the vines becomes heavier. This 
may be very easily done by loosing 
@ wire at one end, drawing it tighter 
with a pair of pliers and fastening as 
at first. ‘ 

The peas that grow to a height of 
2% feet (Morning Star) posts three 
feet long—-whole length—-and four 
wires will be required. Using 2 by :

MANURING COTTON. 

J. H. B., Statesboro, Ga.—-I wish to 
ask yvour advice about fertilizing some 
land for cotton. It is dark and sandy, 
and somewhat pebbly land, with yellow 
subsoil, and has for several years been 
producing a bale of cotton per acre. 
Planted in corn and peas last year, 
A large amount of litter was turned 
over with two-horse plow. [ have 
Planned to use a mixture of guano, 
acid and kainit which would analyze 
&-—1—-41%4, putting 750 pounds per acre. 
Then I want to add about eight one- 
horse loads of cow lot and stable ma- 
nure per acre. ‘Will this bring the 
analysis to a proper balance? Then 
T have some other land to plant in 
cotton which made corn and peas last 
year. Will a 9—1%—3 be all right? 

- Answer—Assuming that a one-horse 
load of the “cow lot and stable ma- 


with Catarrh may have an opportunity 


equivalent to about 400 pounds of 
high-grade cotton meal, then the mix- 
‘ture of the four tons with 760 pounds 
of 8—i1—-4%, would be rather high in 
nitrogen and also In potash. If high- 
grade manure I would use only five 
loads per acre. On the other land I 
would use the 9—1%—3 and apply 30 
pounds nitrate of soda with the seed 
at planting and more at second plow- 
ing unless the plants indicate by their 
dark green, large leaves that no more 
nitrogen is required. Use your own 
judgment. What stable and cow iot 
manure should have been put in the 
round at least a month or longer be- 
ore planting time and the other a 
week or two before or longer.
